The committee completed the piep- 


aration of the platform at 12.23 o'clock. 
Senator Fairbanks, chairman, read it 
and it was promptly adopted. 
Fol- 


lowing is the platform: 


The republicans (£ the (Jnited States, 


through their chosen representatives, 
met in national convention, looking 
back u^on the unsurpassed record of 
achievement and looking forward into 
the - reat field of duty and opportunity 
and appealing to the judgment of their 
countrymen make these declarations: 
The expectation in which the American 
people, turnmg from the democratic 
party entrusted with power four years 
ago to a republican chief magistrate 
and republican congress has been met 
and sat!|fled. 
Whet, -he people asi- 


sembled at the polls, after a term of 
democratic legislation &AA administra- 
tion, business was dead, industry was 
paralyzed and national credit disas- 
trously impaired; the country's capital 
was hidden away, lahnr was distressed 
and unemployed. The democrats had 
no other plan with whiEh to improve 
its 
ruinous conditions which they 


themselves produced than to coin silver 
at a ratio of 16 to 1. The republican 
party, denouncing this plan as sure to 
produce conditions even worse than 
those from which relief was sought, 
promised to 
restore 
prosperity 
by 


means of two legislative measures, a 
protective tariff and a law making gold 
the standard of value. The people by

have been generous in the exhibition of 
unfulfilled predictions, in the ruin of 
their hopes of calamity and in futile op- 
position to the forces of the times and 
the aspirations of the American people. 


In 1897 we took the government and 


the country from the hands of President 
Cleveland. 
His party had abandoned 


him and were joined tr- their idols, of 
which he was no longer one. 
During 


the last years of hia term we had pre- 
sented to ua the melancholy spectacle 
of a president trying to govern without 
a party. 
The result was that his pol- 


icies were in ruin, legislation was at a 
standstill, and public affairs were in a 
perilous and Incoherent condition. 


We replaced this political chaos with 


a president in thorough accord with hia 
party, and the machinery of govern- 
ment began again to move smoothly and 
effectively. 
Thus we kept at once our 


promise of better and more efficient ad- 
ministration. 
In four months after tha 


Inauguration of President McKlnley 
we had passed a tariff bill. 
For 10 


years the artificial agitation, 
in be- 


half of whit was humorously called 
tariff reform, and of what was really 
free trade, had kept business in a fer- 
ment, and had brought a treasury de- 
ficit, paralyzed industries, depression, 
panic, and, finally, continuous bad times 
to a degree never bftfore 
Imagined. 


Would you know the result of our tari'C 
legislation, look about you! Would you 
measure its success, recollect that it Is 
no longer an Issue; that there is not a 
State in the Union today which could ba 
carried for free trade against protec- 
tion. 
Never was a policy more fully 


justified by its works, never was a 
promise made by any party more ab- 
solutely fulfilled. 


Dominant among th« issues of four 


years ago was that of our mon-etary and 
financial system. 
The 
Republican 


party promised to uphold our credit, to 
protect our currency from revolution, 
and to maintain the gold standard. We 
have done so. 
We have done more. 


We have been better than our promise. 
Failing to secure, after honest effort, 
any encouragement for international bi- 
metallism, 
we have passed a law 


strengthening the gold standard., and 
planting more firmly th?n ever in our 
financial system, improving our bank- 
ing laws, buttressing our credit, and re- 
funding the public debt at 2 percent in- 
terest, the lowest rate in the world.

The improvements in modern guns 


have ooabraced all calibers, from that of 
the 'small arm firing a projectile only 
one-third of an inch in diameter to the 
monster which sends a solid piece ol 
steel 13 inches through and weighing 
c-TC-r half a ton. Not only have the guns 
improved, but also all their accessories, 
especially powder and projectiles. Tho 
smokeless powder of the present has 
changed thu conditions of war almost 
as much as modern armament. 


Keeping step with those advances 


have been thobe made in tho various } 
classes of projectiles. Even the smallest 
of these, with its case hardened bullet, 
is far ahead of the old fashioned lead 
bullet used in tho small arms of 80 
years ago. 


One of the most effective of modern 


projectiles is tho shrapnel. It is one of 
the forms of case shot. The others were 
the old fashioned grape and canister. A j 
case shot may bo said to be a collection | 
of missiles in a case, which breaks up i 
either in tho gun or at some point ii* | 
flight, thus setting free its death deal- ; 
ing particles. 
I 


As> soon as the case is broken each of 


these particles goes on a separate path, 
and it's a sorry day for the man struck 
by one of them. All of these falling 
upon a piece of level ground would 
mark out an irregular oval, whose area 
varies with differing conditions. It has 
been found that the best point ifc burst 
the shrapnel if about six yards above , 
and 50 in front of the enemy. 
i 


Colonel Shrapnel of the British serv- 


ice first invented shrapnel in 1803. This 
early form consisted simply of a spher- 
ical shell filled with bullets and a burst- 
ing charge of powder in the spaces be- 
tween. This was a crude invention, 
which scattered the fragments too much 
and was liable to go off when not ex- 
pected and not do so when desired. , 
This form was improved upon during , 
our civil war, and the modern shrapnel 
can he considered the most dangerous ' 
of all life destroying projectiles. It con- 
sists of three parts—the tube, the base 
and the head. The powder charge is in 
the base, which is firmly attached to 
the body either by electric welding or 
by screwing. Leading from the base 
through the center of the body is a tube 
which is also filled with powder, which 
is ignited by the fuse at the point of the 
shrapnel and carries the fire to the main 
charge. Between 200 and 800 bullets 
rest upon a diaphragm just over the 
powder charge. These are held in place 
by a matrix of rosin which is melted 
and poured upon the bullets when in 
place. A skeleton case of cast iron con- 
taining receptacles for each bullet is 
sometimes used instead of the rosin. 


The head is put on in the same man- 


ner as the base, and when the fuse is 
inserted the projectile is ready for nse. 
Some shrapnels have the bursting charge 
in the head instead of the base. The 
fuse used ia rather complicated, but the 
United States has as good a one as 
there is. It is a time fuse and in actual , 
test has shown its reliability. 


It can readily be seen that one great 


objection to the shrapnel is its high 
cost. The fuse alone costs about $2.50. 
The same gun is usually supplied with 
three styles oi ammunition—the solid 
shot, the shell and the shrapnel. Some 
batteries are also supplied with canister 
lor use at close quarters. The bullets 
in the canister have a wider dispersion, 
because the case breaks up in the gun. 
Canister was used to repel the famous 
charge led by the Confederate general 
Picket* at Gettysburg. A perfect hail 
of missiles swept the slope leading up 
to Cemetery Hill, against whose de- 
structive effects human valor was of no 
avail. 


The shell is used to destroy inanimate 


objects as well as animate ones. It con- 
sists of a hollow cast iron shell, with a 
fuse and bursting charge of powder. 
The famous shot fired during the cut- 
ting of th*e cables at Cienfuegos is a 
good example of its use. The Spaniards 
having taken refuge in and behind a 
lighthouse, a shell was fired by one of 
our ships, which, striking it fairly, 
burst and utterly destroyed the struc- 
ture, killing many of the soldiers. 


But against men in battle formation 


the shrapnel is the more effective. 
It 


sends a perfect shower of missiles which, 
falling in the midst of a company, 
would almost annihilate it. Many tests 
have been made to show this. 


Shrapnels fired from a gun a mile 


away in one instance and a. mile and 
two-thirds in the other were made to 
strike a board target one inch thick. 
The fuses were set off by the contact 
and burst the projectile into 300 or 800 
parts, each of which was capable of 
dealing death to any living thing in its 
path. Screens were placed at indicated 
distances behind the target. These may 
be considered as representing a battalion 
of infantry in column of companies. 
From the number of hits upon all of 
them the efficiency ol shrapnel fire 
kgaiust close order formation may be 
judged. 


In one shot 152 hits were made by a 


single shrapnel. In another 315 hits are 
recorded, but these are not so well scat- 
tered. Imagine, then, the effect of a 
well placed shrapnel upon a group of 
men such as is here represented. 


The reader can readily understand 


why wars are now waged at greater 
distances and why hand to hand con- 
flicts are almost unheard of.—New 
York Herald.

READING SEALED LETTERS. 


A German Scientist Shows How This May 


Be Accomplished. 


It is Jiofegener&lly known that sealed 


letters may, in ms,ay OUBBS be read with- 
out opening'the'envelopes or doing them 
the least injury. It was discovered by a 
German physiologist by the use of an 
embryoscqpe, or egg glass, that the 
shells of eggs -were of very unequal 
thickness. 


It occurred to him to make experi- 


ments in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or official pa- 
per must be laid above and below a 
written leaf in order to make it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in the direct 
sunlight. Ho found that after ho had 
rested his oye in a dark room for 10 or 
15 minutes he cold read a pieco of writ- 
ing over tho mirror of tho einbryoscope 
that had been covered with eight layers 
of paper. 


Ho called in other observers to con- 


firm this. 
The letters, howover, that 


could thus be deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of tho paper 
only. If fopr written sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
been crossing, it was hurd to make out 
the drift of the writing, and there are 
some kinds of writing which, when 
folded twice or thrice, admit too littlo 
light for the purpose of decipherment. 


In this way possibly many of the per- 


formances of "clairvoyants" maybe ex- 
plained. 
By means of the egg glass it 


is, as a rule, easier to make cut the con- 
tents of letter cr telegram without the 
slightest tampering with the envelope 
than it is to detect tho movements of 
the embryo in the epjf. 


Suppose tho -writer of a billet, the 


contents of which aro known only to 
limibelf, luts it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for five minutes. It may be 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or magnesium 
light and be read by the aid of tho egg 
glass 
The placing of a piece of car- 


tridge paper in the envelope or the col- 
oring of it black is a means of defense 
at hand.

It H*i No ForelcM Quarter—Nearly 


All Honiei of Foreigner* Are on 
Legation Street—Walla of the City. 
Army of Cklna—Tlie Tauna;-lt-ya~ 
men. 
Peking, the capital and metropolis of 


China, Is one of the moat ancient cities 
on the globe. Practically it Is In the 
same condition now as It was hundreds 
of years ago, no progress having been 
made by the Chinese either in modern- 
izing the city or developing It as a 
trade center, says the New York Press. 
The same old style houses and the 
same old streets, badly laid ont and 
wretchedly paved, bear silent witness 
to the backwardness of the Chinese na- 
tion. While other cities In the far east 
have taken steps to keep pace with 
the times, Peking has lain dormant. 
No foreign capital has been permitted 
within its walls, and no suggestions for 
the amelioration of Its condition have 
been accepted. Lying within the great 
walls that encompass it, it has slept 
for years, while the rest of the world 
has been taking gigantic strides to 
keep up with the march of progress 
and civilization. 


Peking is divided Into two great cit- 


ies, the northern part being known aa 
the Tartar city and the southern as the 
Chinese city. The former has an area 
of 12 square miles and the latter an 
area of about 15 square miles. 
The 


Tartar city is surrounded by a wall 60 
feet high, 50 feet thick at the base and 
40 feet at the top, and the Chinese city 
is encircled by a wall 30 feet high, 25 
feet thick at the base and 12 feet at 
the top. Outside these walls the suburbs 
Include, with the cities, an area of 
nearly 25 miles In circumference. 
Within the Tartar city lies the Im- 
perial, or Yellow City, which in turn 
contains the Purple, or Forbidden City, 
encircling the emperor's palace. 


With a population of nearly 1,500,000 


and growing fast Peking has plodded j 
along on the same old antiquated lines j 
for centuries. It has not even made ! 
provisions for sanitation, so necessary 
to the health and welfare of a large 
community, and the conditions as they , 
exist today are unusually filthy. Stand- 
ing on an extremely sandy plain, It has ; 
no water supply, and what water it. 
does get is never pure. Through many 
of Its streets it would be Impossible 
to drive a vehicle, and after nightfall 
progress is difficult even for pedes- 
trians, the thoroughfares being lit only 
by lanterns swung from the doors of 
houses. 


In dry weather its streets are cov- 


ered with dust, and In rainy weather 
they are knee deep in mud. The houses 
are of brick, usually one story, and 
are roofed with tiles. All the neces- 
saries of life are exceedingly dear, and 
the great majority of the inhabitants 
are miserably poor. Its manufactures 
are trifling, auu the trade of the city 
is confined principally to supplying 
the wants of its citizens. 


Peking is essentially a domestic city 


in that it has no foreign quarter, as 
have nearly all of the larger cities of 
the world. Its foreign element con- 
sists mostly of members of legations, 
missionaries and a few merchants. The 
houses of foreigners are nearly all in 
Legation street, one of the city's prin- 
cipal thoroughfares, and they are built 
some distance from each other. It Is 
eaid that this portion of Peking is the 
cleanest part of the great city. 


Whatever else is permitted to decay 


and go to waste In Peking, the walls 
surrounding the city are kept in good j 
repair. They were built, tradition has | 
it, to keep out invaders, and to 1Jris 
day the inhabitants believe that behind 
these massive piles of brick and stone 
they are safe from any enemy which 
may wantT:o attack them. 


On the outer faces of these walls at 


intervals of 60 feet are built square 
buttresses, and on top of these there 
are guardhouses occupied by troops. 
Sixteen gates, each surmounted by a 
tall tower, lead into the city. These 
towers are built in tiers, or galleries, 
and are provided with many loopholes 
•from which fire can be directed toward 
any quarter. 
; Kwang-Hsu, the present emperdr of 
jChina, was born on Aug. 2, 1872. 


There an tiao other branches known 
as mercenary troops, raised In emer- 
gencies, Mongolian and some Irregular 
cavalry, which are of no real military 
value. The total laud army on a peace 
footing Is about..3flO,000 men and on a 
war footing groat 1,000,000, but the 
army as a whole has no unity or cohe- 
sion. There Is no discipline, drilling la 
a pastJma,'their weapons are obsolete, 
and there 1* no transport, commissariat 
or medical service. The war between 
Japan and China a few years ago is 
still fresh In the recollection of many. 
In a short space of time the Japanese 
wiped the Chinese nary off the seas. 
Since that time, however, China has 
added several swift cruisers to her 
fleet 


The tsung-li-yamen, or foreign office, 


of China was created on Jan. 19, 1861. 
It comprises among Ite members all 
those of the council of state and six 
other officials of the highest rank. 
It 


controls all the matters with foreign 
nations. From this office Prince Ching 
has been retired, and to his place 
Prince luan, who represents Ignorant, 
reactionary interests, has succeeded. 
This la looked upon as a step back- 
ward, as Prince Chlng had some 
knowledge of International relations, 
but Prince luan has none at alL This 
change also elevates the Mantchoo ele- 
ment, which Is responsible for the pol- 
icy of seclusion and hostility to for- 
eigners. 
Until recently the foreign 


board had three Mantchoo and five Chi- 
nese members. Now It has seven Mant- 
choos and four Chinese.

Long Continued Lebanon Springs Road 


Cases Ended Yesterday 


NEW UvSE FOR TURKEYS. 


Southern Planters Importing Them 


to Destroy the Gra»«l»op»ers. 


Several planters of the Delta have 


adopted a unique method of destroying 
the grasshoppers which have overrun 
plantations in Bolivar and Washing- 
ton counties and threatened seriously 
to diminish the cotton yield, says the 
Memphis correspondent of the New 
York Herald. The old soapsuds rem- 
edy and the inoculation process have 
proved of little value, and now ths 
farmers are fighting the pest by plac- 
ing turkeys in the cotton fields. The 
turkey has a ravenous appetite, the In- 
sect seems to tickle his palate, and tha 
planters are counting on him to sava 
the cotton crop so far as these two 
counties are concerned. 


This new use has caused a great de- 


mand for turkeys. Nearly every com- 
mission house in Front street has more 
orders for the birds than It can fill. 
The farms in west Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi and Arkansas, which usually 
eupply the Memphis market with the 
Thanksgiving day bird, have all been 
cleaned, and the commission men are 
now looking to western Missouri. 


The fondness of the turkey for 


grasshopper diet is well known to ev- 
ery farmer in the south, but the Idea 
of utilizing the bird as a pest destroyer 
on a large scale waa never thought of 
until this year, when all other reme- 
dies had failed. 
There is a farmer 


near Friar's Point, Miss., who raises 
a large crop of turkeys every year 
along with his cotton crop. Two years 
ago, when the cotton worm and grass- 
hoppers destroyed nearly all the cot- 
ton In that section, he had a. good crop 
and a bugless plantation. He attributed 
the absence of the insects to the pres- 
ence of the turkeys. 
Others profited 


by his experience, and now the turkey 
is being imported solely for destroying 
purposes. 


The experiment, if It proves success- 


ful, will mean considerable money to 
the planters, as the turkeys will pro- 
vide a double investment. In addition 
to destroying the grasshoppers they 
will fatten themselves and be in a posi- 
tion to bring good prices in the Christ- 
mas market. 


The presence of grasshoppers in such 


increased numbers is due to the ex- 
treme heat of la$t year, which cracked 
the "buckshot" lands. The grasshop- 
pers deposited their eggs in these 
cracks, and with this protection they 
hatched out In large numbers this year. 


In the county court at Manchester. 


Vermont, yesterday, Judge Watson, 
acting as chancellor, handed down a 
final decree in what for years have 
been known as the Lebanon Springs 
railroad suits, and which practically 
completes litigation that has been be- 
fore the Vermont cowio for years.

Roberts to apply on receiver's certifi- 
cates and labor claims that he has in 
his hands. The money is to be r>aid in- 
side of 30 days, and the suits marked 
closed.

about 11 o'clock last night, the flames 
starting it is believed from the stove 
in the house where the swill was cook- 
ed.

Us a son of Prince Chan and succeeded 
to the throne by proclamation at the 
death of Emperor Tung-Obi on Jan. 22, 
1875. He was married on Feb. 26, 
1889. Kwang-Hsu Is the ninth emper- 
or of China of the Mantchoo dyriasty 
of Tslng, which overthrew the native 
dynasty of Ming in 1044. There is no 
hereditary succession to the throne, 
but each sovereign appoints his suc- 
cessor from among the members of his 
'family of a younger generation than 
his own. Kwang-Hsu was made the 
nominal occupant of the throne when 
he was 3 years old by arrangements 
•made by the empress dowager, and he 
assumed control of the government in 
February, 1889. On Sept 22, 1898, an 
Imperial edict was issued stating that 
the emperor had resigned power to the 
empress dowager, who has since re- 
tained tba direction of affairs. 
The 


death of Kwang-IIsu has been report- 
ed many times, but it Is believed that 
he still is alive. On Jan. 24, 1900, it 
,was declared by decree that Pu Tsing, 
a son of the Prince of Tuan, was em- 
peror, and this declaration la regarded 
as equivalent to Kwang-Hsu's deposi- 
tion.

Bight Banners," nominally containing 
about 300,000 men, descendants of the 
Mantchoo conquerors and their allies.

Small Party for Millard's 


Shop, Few of Whom 


go to Work 


LEADER OF STRIKERS FINED 


Peter Clark Appeals From $15 Fine for 


Intimidation. Long Trial Occupies 


Attention of Police Court 


Today 


The stride at Milard's shoe shop was 


given another turn last night by the 
arrival of several men from c-ut of the 
city who had been secured to go to 
work in the cutting room. It is be- 
lieved that eight arrived, but the num- 
ber of these who went to work today 
could not be told accurately. 


It had been rumored during the day 


yesterday that a party of 15 were ex- 
pected in the evening, and the trains 
were watched even more carefully than 
usual. There were officers at several 
of the trains ready to meet the new 
men should they come in. They finally 
showed up on the 10.53 from Boston, 
having gotten on the train at Ayer 
Junction, coming1 from Manchester, N. 
H. They were escorted to the Millard 
shop where they passed the night, by 
Captain Parrow and three officers. 


At the station a committee of the 


strikers tried to talk with one or two 
of the men, and in so doing one of the 
strikers was struck or pushed away by 
the man who had brought the 
new- 


men here for Mr. Millard. He was 
promptly warned by the police that 
they were there to maintain tSe peace 
on both sides. 


That the new men were ignorant of 


conditions here was shown in various 
ways. On the way to the shop one of 
them asked if there was a strike here, 
saying that if there was he would not 
go to work. The strikers claimed this 
morning that none of the new men 
were at work. 


There were several amusing incidents 


on the train coming up. One of the 
trainmen reported that the leader of 
the party, the man who brought the 
men here, fainted several times on the 
train, and had to be cared for most of 
the way here. It is also said that he 
asked the conductor in getting on the 
train to watch his men, as their fare 
had been paid to North Adams, and he 
did not want them to escape. One of 
the new men went to a trainman on 
the way up and asked who the leader 
of their party was and if he traveled 
over the road every day or so as he had 
told them. The reply that the train- 
men had never seen him before ap- 
peared to disconcert the new men. 


The party excited a good deal of in- 


terest on the train, and on reaching 
this city the train men and passengers 
came out to ask questions about who 
they might he. 


N. L. Millard was asked today in re- 


gard to the number of men who ar- 
rived last evening: and the situation 
at the shop today, but refused to aav 
anything In regard to the matter. 
Fined for Intimidation and Appealed 


The trial of Peter F. Clark, chair- 


man of the executive committee of the 
strikers, for alleged intimidation of 
Ernest C. Forbush, was held in police 
court this morning and lasted till 
considerably after 12 o'clock. Clark 
was found guilty and fined $15, from 
which he took an appeal to the su- 
perior court, being placed tinder bonds 
of $100 for his appearance. 


There were onlv fourwltnesses heard. 


Mr. Forbush testified that while he was 
walking down from the shoo oni the 
evening of June 5 he was approached 
by Mr. Clark and two other men, an3 
that in the course of the conversation 
Clark said: "If you clon't get out of 
town we'll fix you." This was backed 
up by Foreman 
Swazfe's testimony, 


while Mr. Card, another employe at 
Millard's testified, to Another threat 
made against Mr. Forbush in connec- 
tion -with the same case. 


Mr. Clark was the only one to take 


the stand In his own defense. He swore 
that he did not use the threatening 
language reported. 
Lawyer Magenis 


made a long1 argument *0r the defense. 
charging that the case was brought 
simnly because Mr. Clark was the 
leader of the strikers and had been 
sending back men who had been hired 
to come here. Lawyer Couch argued 
for the prosecution, claiming1 that the 
evidence showed the intimidation and 
that Clark should be found guilty. 
Both apparently addressed some of 
their remarks to the crowd'or for the 
crowd'a benefit, rather than for the 
court. 


Judge- Phelus held that the evidence 


left no doubt of the intimidation and 
therefore that he had no ot>tion but to 
fine Mr. Clark under the limit of $100. 
it is expected that the defense will 
have other witnesses, when the case 
comes before the superior court.

North Church Street Park Bill Rushed 


in Legislature 


In the legislature yesterday the 


North Church street park bill 
was 


passed through Us several readings to 
be engrossed and now goes to tRe sen- 
ate. 


In the house, 
Mr. Davenport of 


Gieenneld had postponed to Thursday, 
after a brief debate, the bill for the 
lea?e of the Fitchburg to the Boston 
and Maine. Mr. Blood of Fitchburg 
moved an amendment that the Boston 
and Maine shall not charge more for 
single mileage tickets than the Fitch- 
burg road, or more for freight; shall 
extend equal rates over all leased and 
connecting lines, and shall make no dls- 
c imination. Relief is to lie had 'jy the 
l-ublic through the railroad commis- 
sioners. The supreme court shall en- 
foice orders by the commissioners, and 
suits may be brought in the superior 
court. Thf Boston and Maine shall file 
vtnin 10 days of their establishment 
copies of all new freight and passen- 
ger tariffs. 


The 1-ighway bill was amended by a 


vote of 76 to 19, providing that only 
the co&t of repairs to $50 a mile, in- 
stead of $100, shall be paid by the cities 
and towns, and then the bill was or- 
dered to a third reading. Following 
that, the regular $500,000 appropriation 
bill was passed to be engrossed, with- 
out debate. 


The house without debate rejected 


the bill to require railroad companies to 
furnish sleeping-car accommodations 
at reas6nable rates. 


Mr. Driscoll of Chicopee had post- 


poned to today the bill to provide that 
sub-contractors on public works shall 
be subject to the laws relating- to hours 
of employes on public works. 


The house gave a majority of S3 yeas 


to 30 nays for the engrossment of the 
bill to promote municipal lighting. 


The senate, by 12 to 10, without de- 


bate, ordered to a third reading- the bill 
to extend the veterans' preference to 
the soldiers of the Spanish war. 


By 2 to 15, the senate refused to re- 


ject Senator Keneficb's bill for state 
control of the finances of insane asy- 
lums and other public .charitable in- 
stitutions. 


The bill to increase the salaries of the 


judges of the supreme and superior 
courts, was enacted in the senate. 


The veto of the Westminister cham- 


bers bill was taken from the table on 
motion of Mr. Lott of Suffolk, and as- 
signed for 2 p. m. Wednesday, the ques- 
tion being on passing it over the veto. 


Senator Maxwell of Suffolk explained 


the advisability of the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment for limiting the 
debt of all cities and towns to 2% per 
cent of their average valuation for the 
three previous years, and the resolve 
for such amendment was then ordered 
to a third reading, with a perfecting 
amendment. 


Cbargai of Corruption 


As a result of the 
order 
which 


passed the house recently relative to an 
investigation of the cnarges of cor- 
ruption on the Westminster chambers 
bill, the committee on rules at Boston 
yesterday afternoon opened the inves- 
tigation. It was carried on behind 
closed doors. Six witnesses -were pres- 
ent. At the close Speaker Myers stat- 
ed that from his own point of view 
there had been nothing brought out 
which would throw any light on to the 
charge of corruption, or that improper 
methods had been resorted to by those 
interested in the Westminster bill. The 
investigation will be? resumed today, 
and several witnesses will be examined.

Hundred! of Cbrlnllans Attacked 


London, June 20.—A dispatch from 


Shanghai announces that the United 
States transport Thomas, with troops 
for Manila, was diverted at 
Nagasaki 


and has arrived at Taku with 1200 men. 


"The Russian relieving force arrived 


outside of Pekin this morning," says 
the Shanghai correspondent 
of The 


Dartly Express, telegraphing yesterday, 
•'and immediately began to attack the 
city on two sides, employing numerous 
artillery. 


"The force apparently arrived in the 


nick of time, for the Chinese assert that 
the attack upon the legations had been 
successfully renewed. On the night of 
June 16 the Chinese troops attacked the 
legations and set on "fire five European 
buildings. Nothing definite is known aa 
to the result except that the Chinese were 
disappointed, although other reports, 
utterly discredited by foreigners here, 
are that the Chinese, infuriated by the 
destruction of Taku, have since massa- 
cred all the foreigners in Pekin." 


A modified version of these rumors re- 


ceived at Berlin is that the French, as 
well as the German minister, has been 
kiKled. The English at Shanghai think 
that the Chinese had foreign advice in 
organizing the defenses at Taku, be- 
cause of the precision with which their 
attack was delivered. 


The wires connecting with the harbor 


mines were cut by the boats of the war- 
ships the night before the bombardment. 
It is now reported at Shanghai that it 
was on board the Russian cruiser 
ICorietz, anrl not the Mandschur, that the 
•explosion occurred, killing and wound- 
ing more than 50. It is reported that nb 
fewer than 700 Chinese were Wiled in the 
•forts. 


The Shanghai rorrespondent of The 


Daily Express says he is officially in- 
formed that Japan is mobilizing 25,000 
men 
for 
immediate transport. The 


whole fleet of the Japanese merchant 
shipping company has been chartered. 


The British cruiser Undaunted arrived 


at Shanghai yesterday, cleared for ac- 
tion and took up a position commanding 
the Chinese foity. There are three 
Chinese cruisers in the harbor. 


The new Chinese cruiser Hai Yang has 


been taken into custody at Taku by the 
British and Russians. 


At Yum Nan Fu, where the rising has 


been gathering force for several days, 
€80 Christians have been attacked at the 
French mission settlement, many being 
put to death. The French consul and 
three missionaries are still in prison. 


The disorderly elements have secured 


the upper hand at Wuhu and Czechuan, 
where the native Christians have been 
massacred. 


A thousand Boxers have gathered on 


the outskirts of Tien Tsin. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Daily News, telegraphing yesterday, 
Bays: "The Chinese officials here as- 
sert that they have news from Pekin i*p 
to June 17. The situation was then very 
serious. Beyond thait they claim to have 
received nothing; but they deny that 
dispatches have been withheld.

though I am not willing to adopt th« 
alarmist reports, my Impression, gath- 
ered from the consuls and the Chine** 
authorities, is that i«-e worst is to b» 
feared in Pekin.

GRAVE OF PATRICK ' 


Not In 
Richmond, bnt In Charlotte, 


Where He Lived. 


Every now and then we see in some 


newspaper tbe query, "Where is Pat- 
rick Henry buried?" and tourists in 
Richmond constantly ask to be sbown 
bis grave, with tbe mistaken idea tbat 
it is in that city, whore much of his 
public career was passed. Few people 
comparatively know tbat the man who 
acquired the title of "Tbe Tongue of 
tbe Revolution" lies in a quiet grave 
on the estate in Charlotte county wbere 
be formerly lived. Over it is a marble 
slab inscribed witb one line, "His fame 
his best epitapb.'' 


Tbe estate lies on Statmton river, 88 


miles from tbe town of Lynchburg, near 
the border line wbicb separates Char- 
lotte and Campbell counties. It derived 
its name of Red Hill from the peculiar 
color of tbe soil in tbat vicinity. Wben 
Patrick Henry bought tbe place, it com- 
prised about y, 500 acres. Tbe land is 
ricb—there was a saying in tbe neigh- 
borhood tbat poor lan'd- and Henry could 
never 
bo mentioned 
together—corn 


grows there as high as-a man on horse- 
back; tbere is a general air of smiling 
fields and abundant prosperity. Its sit- 
uation in early times was very remote. 
Neighbors were few, one of the nearest 
being tbe celebrated John Randolph of 
Roanoke, who lived in bis cbosen soli- 
tude 15 miles away. 


Red Hill is now owned by Henry's 


grandson, 
William Wirt 
Henry, a 


clever, cultivated gentleman of tbe 
"old school." He bas in bis possession 
some most interesting relics of bis cele- 
brated graudfatber, including tbe desk 
b© always used, wbicb still contains bis 
letters from Lafayette, Washington, 
Madison and other groat men of early 
days; tbe large, round,backed cbair in 
which Patrick Henry died and a portrait 
of him by tbe elder Sully, tinder wbicb 
bangs a yellowed slip of paper, signed 
by Chief Justice Jobn Marshall and 
several others of his friends, testifying 
to tbe faithfulness of the likeness.— 
Philadelphia Press.

A STRANGE SENTENCE. 


Punishment For a Murder That WM More 


Crnel Thau Death. 


In 1801 a man died in the Catskills 


Who had been condemned by one of the 
strangest sentences on record. Ralph 
Sutherland was born in 1701 and lived 
Sii a stone house near Leeds. He was a 
man of violent temper and morose dis- 
position, shunned "by his neighbors arid 
generally disliked. Not being able to 
get an American servant, he imported a 
Scotchwoman, and, according to the 
usage of the times, virtually held her 
iu bondage until her passage money 
had been refunded. 


Unable to endure any longer the rag- 


ing temper of her master, the girl ran 
away. Immediately upon discovering 
her absence the man set off in an angry 
chase upon his horse and soon overtook 
her. The poor woman never reached the 
house alive, and Sutherland was indict- 
ed and arrested on the charge of murder. 


At the trial he tried to prove that his 


horse had taken fright, run away, 
pitched him out of the saddle and dash- 
ed the girl to death upon the rocks, but 
the jury did not accept the defense, and 
Sutherland was sentenced to die upon 
the scaffold. 


Then came the plea of the insuffi- 


ciency of circumstantial evidence and 
the efforts of influential relationa These 
so worked upon the court that the judge 
delayed the sentence of death until the 
prisoner should be 99 years old. 


It was ordered that the culprit should 


be released on his own recognizance, 
and that, pending the final execution of 
his sentence, he should keep a hangman's 
noose about his neck and show himself 
before the judges of Catskill once a year 
to prove that he -wore his badge of in- 
famy and kept his crime in mind. 
It 


was a more cruel decision than the sen- 
tence of immediate death would have 
been, but it was no doubt in harmony 
with the spirit of the times. 


Thus Ralph Sutherland-lived. He al- 


ways lived alone. He seldom spoke. His 
rough, imperious manner had gone. 
Years followed years. At each session 
of the court the broken man came be- 
fore the bar of justice and silently 
showed the noose that circled his neck. 


At last his ninety-ninth year came, • 


the time when the court had ordered 
that the utmost penalty of the law 
should be executed. For the last time 
the man tottered before the judge's 
bench, but new judges had arisen in 
the land, new laws had been made, old 
crimes had been forgotten or forgiven, 
and there was none who would accuse 
him or execute sentence. Indeed the 
awful restriction that had bound his 
life BO intimately to the expiation of 
his crime was now legally removed. 


But the spirit of self punishment con- 


tinued, and when Sutherland, after he 
had passed his hundredth year, was dis- 
covered dead, alone in his house, his 
throat was found to he encircled by the 
rope which had been placed there nearly 
three-quarters of a century before.— 
Jouth'.s Companion. 


THE HARDY GOAT. 


It Citn Be M»4« Valuable as * Dairy 


Animal. 


The usefulness of the goat in clearing 


foul lauds and the profitableness of the 
aiflmal for Its hair, Skin and even car- 
cass are becoming pretty well under- 
stood. But the goat is valuable as a 
dairy animal. If the cows, for In- 
stance, are being used for supplying a 
city milk trade, the keeping of goats 
for the home milk supply would be au 
excellent policy. The goat will live 
where a cow would starve, and, while 
it, like every domestic animal, will do 
best on good pasture, it will live and 
yield milk on astonishingly little food. 


The animal and its milk are almost 


entirely exempt from disease. 
The 


milk is more nutritious than that of the 
cow and agrees with stomachs that 
cow's milk frequently offends. 
The 


animal requires only the cheapest kind 
of shelter, but it needs shelter from the 
storms and in winter. If by reason of 
drought soiling Is necessary, leaves, 
vegetable refuse, peelings of the apple 
or potato, bread crusts or stale bread, 
| if they are sweet and clean, wUl be all 


the feed that is needed. 


All goats, however, will not eat the 


same food, and the feeder will have to 
study the appetites of the Individual 
animal. Frequent feeding and a va- 
riety of food in winter will he found 
beneficial. Roots, oilmeal, oats, corn 
(of the latter In the whole state the 
goat is very fond), are proper feed, es- 
pecially for the milking goat. 
Rock 


salt is greatly relished. The flavor of 
goat's milk cannot be distinguished 
from that of cow's milk if it is proper- 
ly cared for. From three to four pints 
a day is the average yield of a good 
milker. 
The milk is so • rich and of 


such a character that in making pastry 
It will take the place of eggs.—Epito- 
mist

The Fearful Devil of the Hindoos 


and HU Principal Wife. 


Siva is both typical of destruction 


and of reproduction. But the latter at- 
tribute was doubtless a later addition 
to the sum of his qualities. The orig- 
inal conception of this deity was that 
of a power delighting in destruction, 
In the achievement of physical evil and 
wrong and in hurling death and devas- 
tation upon the people and their land. 
He is represented in the sacred books 
of the Hindoos as "the terrible destroy- 
er," "the one who delights in the de- 
struction of men." But in all this there 
is no whisper as yet of any moral qual- 
ities of evil. The conception is entirely 
one of physical power, used with the 
utmost 
malevolence 
and 
injustice 


against men. 


Along with his principal wife, who 


is variously called Devi, Durga, Uma 
and Kali, he Is portrayed as the incar- 
nation of physical evil, wrong, injus- 
tice or misfortune.... In the "Puranas" 
Biva is described'as wandering about 
Burrounded by ghosts and goblins, in- 
ebriated, naked and with disheveled 
hair, covered with the ashes of a fu- 
neral pile, ornamented with human 
skulls and bones-, sometimes laughing 
and sometimes crying. Devi, his con- 
sort, is represented with a hideous and 
a terrible countenance streaming with 
blood, encircled with snakes, hung 
round with skulls and human heads 
and in all respects resembling a fury 
rather than a goddess. The only pleas- 
ure which Siva and Devi feel is when 
their altars are drenched with blood, 
which, of course, could not be shed 
without the destruction of some form 
of life.—Westminster Review.

Yesterday afternoon was a time of 


violent or sudden deaths in this city, 
there being three within a period of 
less than three hours. The first was 
the 
death of Mrs. Buel E. Cole of 


Adams, reported in yesterday's issue, 
as the result of jumping from her team 
during a runaway on West Main street 
The second was the killing of Joseph 
Rougeau, a 12 years old boy, by being 
run over by a eoal wagon in the Beaver 
mill yard. The third was the sudden 
death of Mrs. Margaret M. Rumley of 
Furnace street, who dropped dead on 
the floor while talking to a neighbor 
about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 


The funeral will be held at her late' 


home tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
Theserviceswill b econducted by Rev. 
J. H. Spencer, and the body will be 
taken to Palmyra, N. Y., her former 
home, for burial. 


Death ol' nr«> Bne] Colo 


The death of Mrs. Buel E. Cole, de- 


scribed in yesterday's issue, was one of 
the most shocking that has occurred 
in the city for a long time; more so in- 
asmuch as in the runaway which caus- 
ed her to jump from the wagon there 
was 
nothing! 
seriously 
dan^'ei'ous. 


She, with her husband and her niece, 
Mrs. D. J. Bailey of Auburn, N. Y., 
who has been visiting here weredriving 
from tills city to Williamstown, after 
having1 done some business errands at 
local stores. 


On the west side of Phoenix hill, go- 


ing towards Brown street, the tightness 
of the harness allowed the cross bar 
of the wagon to strike the horse. This 
frightened the animal and1 caused it to 
run. Mrs. Cole and her niece were in 
the rear seat, while Mr. Cole was driv- 
ing1. He had trie horse under control 
by the time the foot of the hill was 
reached, but Mrs. Cole, apparently hys- 
terical, jumped, striking1 on her head, 
and received the fractured skull from 
which Rhe died a little over an hour 
later. A boy riding a bicycle by wh«n 
the accident happened, rode to the 
Johnson store and telephoned for the 
ambulance, whic?i took her to the 
hospital. 


Mrs. Cole's maiden name was Caro* 


line Ann Tisdale, and she was born in 
Farmington, N. Y. After the death of 
her parents she went to live in Brook- 
lyn, and it was two years' ago last 
April that she married Mr. Cole. She 
leaves a brother, Frank of Palmyra, 
N. Y., and the niece who was with her. 


The Killing of Joseph Rongean 


Joseph Rougeau was killed shortly 


before 4 o'clock, as the result of his t-t- 
tempt to keep out of sight of his sister, 
after playing truant from school, by 
keeping behind a wagon. The boy left 
| the home of his mother, Mrs. Emma 


I Iloug-eau of 271 Beaver street, yester- 


ti-iy afternoon as if for school, and was 


j &.!jv-Fed to De there by her until word 


of his death was brought her. 


Instead of going to school, however, 


he stayed out, and asked two com- 
panions, Henry Filauiu and 
Henry 


tatro, each 14 years old, to go strawber- 
rying with him. They agreed, and the 
three went first to a hill on the east 
side of the Stamford road. The ber- 
ries not being plentiful there, however, 
they started clcvn to go to the Beaver 
hill, back of ths Beaver mill. 


To reach this 
place, they passed 


! through the mill yard back of the mill. 


Young Rougeau had a sister working 
in the mill, and 
being afraid 
that 


| she would see him and report that he 


was not at school, he kept on the other 


I side of a coal wagon that was being 


driven along the private road back of 
the mill. 


A pile of barrels on the other side of 


the road from the mill blocked the way, 
and forced young Rougeau either to 
go over them or to come in sight of the 
mill windows. He chose the former, 
and jumped up on the barrels. One of 
them slipped, throwing him down in 
the road between the front and rear 
wheels of the coal team behind which 
he was keeping. 


The driver, John Foudreau, had paid 


little attention to the boys, but when 
he heard the sound of the falling bar- 
rels, he tried to stop as quickly as pos- 
sible. The horses were frightened by 
the noise, however, and when he fin- 
ally quieted and stopped them, he saw 
that the boy had been run over. 


The wagon was loaded with over two 


tons of coal, and the wagon passing 
over the boy's chest and left shoulder, 
crushed him so that death was almost 
instantaneous. 


Ho rose to his feet after being run 


over, threw his hands to his chest, and 
then fell to the ground again, according 
to the statements of the two boys who 
were with him. Dr. Crofts was sum- 
moned, but the boy's death occurred 
within a moment or so of the accident, 
and long before the doctor reached the 
place. Medical Examiner O. J. Brown 
was notified, and after an investiga- 
tion, decided to report the case for in- 
quest, although it was the opinion of 
all that the driver was in no way re- 
sponsible, and did all in his power to 
stop the team. 


The body will be> taken tonight on the 


8 o'clock train to Canada for burial. 


Dropped Dead from Heart IM»ense 
The third sudden death of the after- 


noon was due to natural causes, but 
came as a shock to the people of Fur- 
nace street and that locality. Mrs. 
Margaret 
M. Rumley of 45 Furnace 


street, dropped suddenly to the floor, 
and died within a few moments. 


Mrs. 
Rumley was 68 years*»old, and 


until a few moments or so before her 
death has seemed as well as ever. Last 
Sunday she was able to walk to the 
new St. Joseph's cemetery for the con- 
secration exercises, 
and 
yesterday 


morning went down street 
and 
did 


some shopping. At noon she prepared a 
henrty dinner for herself and her two 
children, Robert and Mary, who live 
with her. They reported that she ate 
heartily, and seemed in her 
usual 


health when they left the house after 
dinner to return to work. 


About 3 o'clock Patrick Buckley of 


Pearl street went to the house for a 


social call, and he stayed talking with 
Mrs. 
Rumley till about 5 o'clock. Then 


as she sat there, she suddenly put her 
hand to her throat, and cried "What 
ails my throat?" With these words 
she fell to the floor. Dr. Cavanough 
was quickly summoned, but death came 
within a few moments. 


Medical Examiner Brown was called, 


and pronounced death due to apoplexy 
or heart disease. 


Mrs. Rumley wae a life-long resident 


of this city and had many friends and 
acquaintances who mourn her death. 
Her husband died about three years 
ago. 
She leaves four sons and two 


daughters, Thomas, James,

From New Book 


K, T, FIELD DAY TOMORROW 


TBs Congregational year UbdB. 
for 


1900 has just been received by local 
Congregationahsts. The year books of 
this denomination every five years give 
a number of interesting facts in re- 
gard to the financial condition of the 
churches not given in the annual books 
and some figures in regard to the 
churches of Berkshire county will be 
of interest locally. 


Of the Congregational churches in 


the county, the local church is the 
largest, having six members more than 
the membership of the First church 
in Pittsfield. In point of salaries, the 
local church is second in, the county, 
paying $2500 a year to its pastor, while 
the First church of Pittsfield pays 
$4000. The total expenses for The con- 
duct of the local church is far in excess 
of any other Congregational church in 
the county, being over $10,000 a year, 
while the nearest to this elsewhere is 
in the First church of Pittsfield, with 
about $8,500. The figures for these chief 
items: are given, in the table below. 


Of the chief Congregational chureTTes 


of the county given below, there are 
only two, the Pilgrim, Memorial at 
Pittsfield, 
and 
the 
Williamstown 


church, which have not parsonages. In 
this connection the newsi in yesterday's 
issue, that the WiUiajnstown church 
had voted to build a parsonage, is of 
interest. In benevolent contributions, 
the local church stands fourth, the 
First church of Pittsfield giving $5,125 
a year, the Dalton church $7,136, Lee 
$3822, North Adams^ $1748, Williams- 
town $1068, and Adams $437. In Sunday 
school members Adams leads, the Con- 
gregational church there having 566.

Bennington Mill Sola 


The yarn mill of the late William 


Campbell at Bennf.gton Falls, three 
miles from Bennington village, 
was 


sold at auction Monday to E. E. Hart 
for $550, subject to a mortgage of $6100, 
two years' accrued interest and arrear- 
age of taxes for one year. The prop- 
erty consists of a new three-story 
fra.me structure, 120x65 feet, and a two- 
story brick picker house, 35x55 feet. 
There are also two tenement houses 
and 13 acres of land. The water privil- 
ege is one of the best in the town, being 
seldom loss than 100 horse-power and 
in ordinary times the power is easily 
ISO. The property cost Mr. Campbell 
about $23,000, hig intention beins to 
make the yarn there for his knit eoods 
mill in Bennington. About the time the 
mHl was completed Mr. Campbell died 
and all the machinery that had been 
set up was replevined by various firms 
and removed, from the mill. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Hart bid off the 
property in the interests of the large 
manufacturing firm of Holden, Leon- 
ard & Co., who will fit, the mill with 
machinery and run it in connection 
with the otner business.
